Hctt 
York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  again  topped  the  market  "but  at  levels 
lovrer  than  th-se  provailic^  last  week,  A-2§  inch  fruit  selling 
slovrly  at  from  $4.38  to  +-4,87  per  barrel  as  against  §5.60  to  $6.57 
nor  "barrel  last  r,'eek.     York  Innerials  and  'Tinesaps  fron  Virginia 
were  thf^  next  nost  favorad  varieties  "but  "brought  from  50^  to  it^l-OO 
■per  "barrel  "beloxr  the  le-^el  of  the  t)revious  i^eek.     Oregon  Yelior: 
Uewtov/ns  vrere  slightly  higher,  having  "brought  about  12^  ncr  box 
above  last  'Teek's  quotation. 

practically  all  of  the  fruit  offered  during  the  w'eek  was  in 
good  condition,  v'ith  the  exception  of  Uevr  York  Bal(fJ.'ins  which  r.^ere 
variable,  inch  fruit  in  fair  condition  selling  slowly  at  .41 

to  v3.83  ner  barrel.     The  British  market  in  general  is  glutted  vrith 
apples.     Suo-ilies  of  all  barreled  varieties  are  in  excess  of  demand. 
Of  the  boxed  varieties,  Tfashington  -Jonathans  and  Oregon  Yellovr  Uew- 
toTTns  are  only  in  moderate  su-^-^ly,  but  su-nnlies  of  California  Yellovr 
iTewtovns  are  liberal.     The  demand  during  the  auction  was  slow  both 
for  boxed  and  barreled  varieties. 


Exports  of  apples  from  the  United  States  to  the  United  Kingdom 
durin-g  August  and  Se-ntember  of  1926  amounted  to  336,000  barrels  R.nd 
423,000  boxes  as  corrpared  with  281,000  barrels  and  295,000  boxes  dur- 
ing the  corresT^onding  uonths  last  year.    Exports  to  all  foreign  mar- 
kets during  the  first  two  months  of  the  current  season  amounted  to 
400,000  barrels  and  83.9,000  boxes  as  against  326,000  barrels  and 
544,000  boxes  during  the  correspondir^g  period  last  season.
